Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 8, and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's arguments filed July 15, 2009, are persuasive and the application is in 

condition for allowance. Specifically, Applicant's argument that the Thielen reference teaches 
away from using large amounts of carbon fillers is persuasive, and the combination of Saito, 
Thielen, and Shigeru is not considered to render obvious the subject matter of claim 1.
